The Libreria Nuevo Yorizonte is well known as the Peruvian Communist Farty's 
bookshop. 


Issues of this publication which were on geile in other bookshops in Lima were 
also confiscated by the police.

Yor instance, the 9 June 1956 
issue of the Cominform's latin American bulletin known as Por Una Paz Duraders,
